GYPT'S Colonel Nasser is 

showing off in quite a 
vig way. Britons expelled 
from Egypt; Britons = ar- 
rested; British Embassy 
officials accused of esplon- 
age. Real tough-guy stu, 
but what does he expect to 
wet out of it? 

Vf this is his idea of show- 
ing contempt = for Hritala 
and the part she played in 
the calling of the London 
conference und its ape 
proved proposals on the 
Suez Canal dispute, it can 
be written off as childish- 
ness—and quite unflattering 
to the Egyptian President. 
Or are these aetions to be 
read ns his determination 
to deal equally high- 
handedly with the Com. 
mittee of Five which he has 
agreed to meet to diseuns 
the Canal problem? 

Whatever the designs behind 
hig behaviour, he ix doing 
nothing to create a favour 
abie atmosphere for the 
Impending talks, Needling 
Britain at this time cannot 
promote hin cause: on the 
contrary iC is more likely to 
lose him the friendly  din- 
positions of India, Ceylon 
and Indonesia which at the 
moment he enjoys. 

The Committee of Five, re- 
presenting the unanimous 
views of [& nations, are 
prepared tu enter nto 
negotiations with Col 
Nasser on the understand- 
ing there is good faith on 
both sides. If, meanwhile, 
he is prepared to indulge 
in provocative actions, he 
must not be surprised if 
the Committee's confidence 
in his = good faith = is 
severely shaken, 

HAT good grounds, if 
any, the Egyptian govern- 
ment has for arresting 
Britons working in’ Egypt 
on charges of spying may 
or may not be — revented 
when the promised trials 
materialise, but nothing 
could be more outrageous, 
as well as ineredible, than 
to accuse British Mmbassy 
officiala of espionage, and 
tu threaten their expulsion, 
The British government 
eannot do otherwise than 
withdraw the two men, but 
that It does so under strong 
protest is readily under- 
atandable, 

But although the incidents of 
this week provoke indiygna- 
tion, they must not be 
allowed to cloud the main 
issue, which jis tu bring the 
Canal dispute to uu satis- 
factory end, Colonel 
Nasser’s pin-pricking = caa 
be borne. Much more im- 
portant it ia that the 
Egyptian President should 
not only listen attentivel 
te the proposals emanatin 
from the London confer- 
ence, but should recognise 
and accept their fitness as 
a solution to what is an 
international problem.
